VERMIN ON FOWLS 


—_-- 
(Experimental Farms Note), 

At this period of the year, vermin 
unless controlled, multiply very 
rapidly. : 

The fowls ‘at the Central Experi- 
mental Farin, Ottawa, are treated 
periodically for lice. Blue ointinent, 
to which two parts of lard have been 
@ided, is used to kill the lice and nits. 
The addition of little tallow will give 
more base. This ointment is applied 
to the skin below the vent and under 
the wings. Fowls treated in this 
cheap and effective manner will 
remain free from lice for several 
months unless exposed to farther 
infestation. Blue ointment should 
not be used on setting hens until after 
the hatch. The fumes from the oint- 
ment will kill the germ in the egg. 

Unsanitary poultry houses en- 
courage the most troublesome of 
vermin, the red mite. These mites 
get their fill of blood at night and 
leave the fowl before dawn, to hide in 
cracks and crevices. The blood 1d- 
dens the mite, hence the name, red 
mite. The houses at the plant “are 
thoroughly cleaned, and sprayed each 
spring, summer and fall with a spray

Toronto.—“Canada’s economid need 
in for more people. We need more 
producers and more consumers, The 
policies which give us both are the 
policies which produce prosperity, and 
prosperity will give us national unity 
If we can have widespread prosperity 
we shall hear little of the need for na- 
tional unity or national harmony.” 
These were the closing words of Right 
Hon. Sir Thomas White, former Do- 
minion minister of finance, in an ad- 
dress delivered at the closing session 
of the annual meeting of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association here. 

Sir Thomas declared that the poli- 
cles necessary for prosperity were the 
policies which would develop the re- 
sources of Canada. Prosperity had 
for Canada a much greater signifi- 
cance than the mere making of money. 
“We must, even if it involves some 
cost to us, provide in Canada the 
diversified industries and occupations 
which will take up that part of our 
population which desires to engage in 
callings other than our primary indus- 
tries. We should do everything in 
our, power to promote agriculture, min- 


ing; lumbering, fisheries, but we should | 


also do everything in our power to 
promote industrial enterprise,” he 
said, 


Sir James Aikins, 
ernor of Manitoba, 
Thomas White, made a strong appeal 
for Canadian unity. In behalf of the 
prairie provinces he begged that sym- 
pathy be shown by the rest of Canada. 
“If any of our provinces are weak, 1 
beg of you, gentlemen, to consider 
them in a spirit of fairness and ist- 
ance in order to make the 
of Canada healthy and strong,” he 

His honor, Col. Harry Cockshutt, 
lieut.-governor of Ontario, paid a trib- 
ute to the remarkable development of 
the Canadian west in the past quarter 
century. “Today we find a prosper 
ous west with a wealth in 1921 of $6,- 
400,000,000, and a population of 1,800,- 
000, who produced in 1921 $840,000,000 
and whose estimated total wealth to- 
day is eight billions. figures 
speak for themselves and serve to give 
us courage to face the future 
strong heart.”

GRAIN SHIPPING 
BILL FINALLY 
PASSES HOUSE 


Ottawa.—-The Campbell bill to give 
grain shippers the right to specify 
the terminal elevators to which their 
grain should be shipped, passed final 

ages of the House of Commons after 
about an hour's discussion, 

The only amendment made was one 
by J. G. Ross (Liberal, Moose Jaw) 
which included Moose Jaw in the list 
of order point 

Hon. J \ Robb announecd that 
after consultation with the board of 
grain commissioners the government 
had decided to make Moose Jaw a 
grain inspection point 

During the discussion, W. W. Ken 
nedy (Conservative, Winnipeg South 
Central), suid that members of the 
Wheat pool put forward the claim that 
they, the grain growers, bad the right 
to gather their grain into country 
warehouses and ship that identical 
grain direct to their own pool termin- 
als. He admitted that they had the 
right, but the question arose as to 
how they could accomplish this pur 
pose. 

The member of the wheat pool 
gathered more grain than they could 
store in the country Consequently 
they were dependent upon the tor- 
age space controlled by the private 
elevator companies in order to accom 
modate the grain which they collect 
ed. Bui if they stored their grain ip 
private country elevators the owners 
of these eleyators would hip = the 
grain to the private Verminal 

Hon. Robert Rogers (Conservative, 
Winnipeg South), expressed the belief 
that the ponsors of the bill would 
come back to parliament a few years 
hence and ask that it be repealed. It 
would prove, he said, inimical to the 
general interests of Western Canada
